A Scots-born bush pilot 
in the Canadian north has 
received an unusual wed- 
ding present from the 
United States Embassy— 
the U.S. Alr Force 
Exceptional Service Medal. 

He ts Mr Kenneth D. 
Dempster, 33, whose 
parents lilve in Glasgow. 
The U.S. Ambassador Mr 
Livingston Merchant, pre- 
sented him with the medal 
in recognition of a rescue 
flight he made ih January 
that saved the lives of 12 
stranded USAF officers and 
men.

I wish to refer to the letter, 
which was published in your, 
paper yesterday and signed | 
by one S.B. 

Putting aside the impolite terms 
In which S.B. expresses him- 
self—duc, probably, to the 
fact that he had lost, prema- 
turely, the contact with the 
Goan civilisation in which 
environment, it is evident, 
he was born—what does he 
actually say? That Portugal 
refuses to negotiate. 

Now, this is not true, because 
Portugal is ready to negotiate. 
Simply. for the Indlan Union, 
lo negotiate means only and 
exclusively “to surrender” 
Goa. And what arguments 
does the Indlan Union have to 
annex Goa? Only onc: The 
need to complete the 
geographical unity of the 
Hindustanic Peninsula. 

But if this argument ts valid, 
for what reason the Indian 
Union does not also claim 


Nepal, Bhutan. Sikkim, and 
Pakistan? And why = only — 
against Portugal does Mr 
Nehru, the apostle of peaceful 
coexistence, wish to use 
force? 

Another problem referred to 
by S.B. was the cultural one. 

Before appraising this problem, 
1 wish to state now that I 
am prepared to accept, for 
reasons I hope are obvious 
to all, that $.B. does not be- 
long, In any way, to the cul- 
tural Indo-Portuguese type. 
that is, Goan. 

There have been many cases in 
the history of the evolution 
of peoples which show — that 
some individual types are re- 
fractory to the fundamental 
precepts which rule the com-. 
munity where they were 
born. 

But the exception in the case of 
5.B. does not invalidate the 
general rule, that is, that the 
human, soctological and cul- 
tural type represented by the 
Goans constitule an entity! 
with its own  charaoleristics 
which distinguish them from 
the other ethnic groups on the 
Malabar coast. 

Leaving personal opinions aside. 
for they are irrelevant, 1 shati 
Hmit myself to quote, for 
S.B.‘a benefit, what Professor 
Andre Siegfried, a prominent 
French historian and econom- | 
ist and professor at the In-. 
stitute for Politica) Studies, 
had to say after a prolonged 
visit to Goa: “Between In- 
dian and Portuguese an ethnic 
blending has taken place so; 
completely that one docs not 
know exactly with which one 
is dealing; between the most 
Portuguese of Portuguese and 
the most Indian of Indians are 
fonnd = every intermediate 
type, with every possible : 
nuance from dark brown to 
swarthy white, with no pos- 
albility of knowing when one 


pospey the border line from 


onc to the other. There are, 
morcover, almost no Porto- 
guese from Portugal, only a 
few high offclals and qillitary 
perrons; everyone here Is 
Goanese, but the Goans do not 
feel themselves to be greatly 
different from the metropoli- 
tans and, even when they are 
Hindus, do not feel them-° 
selvea to be Indians.” : 

I could cite many more testi- 
monials but, frankly, I do mot 
think it worthwhile. 

Putting aside the substance of 
the whole matter, I would like 
to ask S. B. the following: Is 
it possible to speak, honestly, 
as you do jn your letter, 
about “provocations of the 
Portuguese soldiers?" Can 
anyone really believe that 
Portugal, with 4 or 5 thousand 
soldiers, without aeroplanes, 
practically without naval 
ships, can provoke the 
colossus which ts India? 

Does this expression ‘“provoca- 
tion” not bring something to 
the memory of 5. B.? Does 
he not remember someone 
called Adolf Hitler? And the 
Sudetens? 

It is the same tactis, and this 
should not surprise us much 
coming from a man (Mr 
Nehru) who, only recently. 
Publicly declared that “he 
would not permit the stato 
que in Goa to continue even if 
the Goans wished It".
